As the years passed and the popu- 
lation grew, French farms were divided 
among the sons of the family. Grow- 
ing smaller with succeeding generations, 
each farm could support only a few cat- 
tle. It was natural, then, for the people 
to mate only their best animals, so auto- 
matic culling and selectivity kept im- 
proving the breed. 

The meat of the Charollaise, known 
as the “gourmet beef of France,” is fine- 
ly grained. Fatty tissues are distributed 
throughout, giving desired marbling. 

Charollaise are among the world’s 
largest cattle, a mature bull weighing 
2,200 to 2,800 Ibs., a cow 1,300 to 1,800 
Ibs. Calves are relatively small at birth 
and often average a gain of over 100 
Ibs. per month. They are white or 
cream in color, with flesh-colored pig- 
mentation of the skin and mucous mem- 
branes. Legs are exceptionally heavy- 
boned, strong and straight. Charollaise 
carry wonderful fleshing with emphasis 
on the high-quality sections of the round, 
rib, loin and rump. They dress out to a 
higher usable percentage of meat from 
the forequarter as well.

Lamb prices probably will move 
erratically lower in the next month or 
two during the peak sales of Westerns. 
Center of the lamb population has been 
moving east. Compared with the 1945- 
54 average, the crop is down 5% in the 
western, up 8% in the native states. 

Recent contracts for feeder lambs 
on the range have been mostly around 
$17. Feeder prices aren't likely to go 
much lower. Two- and 3-year-old breed- 
ing ewes have been sold on major mar- 
kets at $9-12 a cwt., and full-mouthed 
ewes at $5-8. 

Well finished lambs of strong 
weight might as well be sold on any 
good price bulge. Put others on better 
pasture if you can. Buy native or west- 
ern feeder lambs during price dips. Buy 
aged western breeding ewes if you want 
to start a flock or increase yours with a 
small investment, 

Milk prices will trend slightly up- 
ward until late fall. 

Feed grain prices have advanced 
over year-ago levels and are likely to 
stay higher through much of the year 
ahead. 

You'll want to be a bit stingy in 
feeding oats this fall and winter. If you 
have a surplus of oats or barley, better 
hang on to it for a while. 

Protein feed prices may work slight- 
ly lower in the near future unless drouth 
becomes worse. 

Hay prices probably will work up- 
ward during the fall and early winter. 
Amount will depend greatly on fall pas- 
tures. It’s still a good time to stock up 
if you'll need more hay before spring.

Figures from many sources indicate 
that flushing of ewes will increase lamb 
crops by 20%, if done right 

1. All the ewes should be in lean 
(but thrifty) condition as the breeding 
season approaches This will mean 
that, after the last lamb is weaned, the 
flock will need separation into three 
groups: too thins, too fats, moderates. 
The too-thin ewes, in the 4 to 6 weeks 
before breeding, will need help, perhaps 





The natural breeding season for most 
breeds of sheep in the cornbelt is 
autumn. Ewes will usually begin to 
come in heat after the first cool 
night of early fall, and the periods 
of heat recur approximately every 17 
days unless the ewe conceives. The 
average gestation period is 147 days.

These 
will be the old ewes and some middle- 
aged ewes that were top milkers and 
pulled down in condition. The too-fats 
will need to be starved, maybe confined 
to lots to pick up leaves that blow in or 
something about as drastic. These ewes 
will be those that failed to breed the 
year before, lost lambs early or were 
very poor milkers. 

2. Two weeks or so before the 
rams are put with the ewes they should 
be placed on feed that will make them 
start gaining at a rate equivalent to 
about 10 Ibs. per month. If they have

pasture, mixed clover pasture or onto 


| a hay and grain feeding. 


3. The whole previous year of nu- 
trition for the ewes should have been 
adequate. No bunch of ewes that has 
existed on a deficient ration for a long 
period can be expected to respond 


| strongly to flushing or to produce 
strong lambs at birth. 


It goes without saying that to get 


| a good lambing the rams must be fer- 


tile, virile, and stay that way through- 
out the breeding season. The average 
service life of western range run rams is 
only 3 years and many don’t last that 
long. New rams may well be “breast 
painted” or fitted with marking har- 
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nesses to determine their fertility. 
Incidentally, in regard to the rams 
now present in the flock and responsible 
for the coming lamb crop, they them 
selves cannot be credited with the large 
or small percentage of twins that occur 
It is the condition of the ewes that

duction of double eggs and twins. 

If the lamb crop is to be profitable 
one other very important consideration 
may well be acted upon now: the crop 
will represent real profit to the extent 
that maximum daily gains can be made 
at minimum costs per day after the 
lambs are born. 

Your date-span of the breeding sea 
son should be correlated with the time 
when native palatable grasses will be 
ready for the lambs to thrive upon 
Often too early breeding will mean too 
long a period of hay and grain, high 
priced supplementation. On the other 
hand too late breeding will allow too 
short a time for the lambs on their 
mothers to have access to the best of 
spring feed so necessary to bring them 
to a high weight cheaply. The goal | 
should be to adjust breeding dates so | 
that lambs will be about one month old | 
when your native, palatable grasses get | 
strong and nutritious.
